all to the south and east of the Caradon Hilis. There still remains a great tract of 
lead ground froim St. Ives to Menheniot, and even south to Herod’s Fovt. I believe 
it is now the greatest lead-producing district in the United Kingdom : it only dates 
as a lead district from 1443, and as a copper district about seven years earlier. 
lead-producing field, within the limits I have described, is extensive, and new dis- 
coveries within its boundaries will continue to be laid open as further search is made. 

The copper district is likely to be extended northerly and westerly from the 
Cheesewring to North Hill, and even, perhaps, north to Altarnun. 

I have now concluded my remarks for the present on the Liskeard district; and 
the readers of your Journal now have an opportunity of checking the fallacies of

with the hope of cutting it rich. I have known men to take a place for four or six 
months, to drive a cross-cut on speculation, and some have been rewarded by getting 
a “start,” as the miners call it. Sometimes men have earned from 3001. to 5007. in 
this manner on a parallel branch. On a larger scale, an experienced mine captain, 
who has the management of a mine, will continue to drive his croas-cuts from one 
lode to another, parallel to the run of orey ground that he may mect with on any 
one of the lodes, 

In the mining distriets which I have written on for the last three weeks, you can 
see all the various productive lodes—when rich, or when the ground has proved to 
be poor; the good mines have always been on parallel lodes, and not on the run, or 
continuation, of the same lodes, The most unproductive portions of the same lodes, 
or a piece of country, has also continued in a parallel run, or direetion, sometimes at 
a right angle, and at other times obliquely ; but you rarely find the same lode pro- 
ductive to any great length. The ricues of all the districts are confined to bunches 
on parallel lodea, but not on the same lodes.—Jan. 1, * Bat Capra.

Sinx,—I think there are but few persons in Cornwall, connected with engineering, 
who are at all likely to allow the statement of Mr. Cobbett; and this secms to me to 
be more the result of a strict adherence to the Cornish system, and a consequent dis- 
paragement of all others, of generating and using steam, than irom the trial experi- 
ments on different kinds of engines and boilers. In fact, experiments are almost 
** tabooed ” in Cornwall, and hence the ignorance of Cornish engineers of all systems 
but their own. ‘This is a fact which neither **G. D.,” nor any one else, can gainsay ; 
and it is high time, if Coruwall wishes to retain her position, for her engineers to be 
up and doing. London and Leeds, Manchester and Glasgow, and (last, though not 
least) the Royal Dockyards, have made rapid progress within the last ten years, and

eoncerhed, The proposed alterations in the constitution of the company would now |

The first matter he had to ascertain was the number of shares paid upou 
y the public, which he foundto be 55,500, Mr, Serjeant had 7000 free shaves wpou 
the formation of the company, and vada claim to 23,000 npon completion of the ute, 
which had never been Goue. ‘The odice expenses, including ealaries, amounted to

The machinery bad never been used, and, although ic 
cost 80002., it was duubtful whether it would be worth the freight to the country, and 
where it was now lying it might realixe 500/, ‘The original intention of the eom- 
pany, according to the prospectus, having failed, be (Mr. Furlong) considered ex- 
pending 11,000/, in a Californian speculation, without calling together the shure- 
holders, 48 a matter for whieh the directors were liable. He asked Mr. Moore the 
nature offfhe security given by Mr. Masterman, and was informed that it consisted 
of shares, at the present time, worth from 8000/, to 10,000/., but Mr. Muore refused 
to inform him the nature of the securities, The proposition made by Mr. Moore, to 
be submitted to the mecting, was to agree to advertise that 2a. 3d. per share should 
be returned upon a certain day, and 2s, 3d. at some subsequent period, but he refused 
to pledge himself to any time when the first psyment should be made, and he believed 
that the 4s, 6d. was merely dependent upon realising Masterman’s securities, He (Mr.

After a very lengthened discussion, Mr. Taunton withdrew the original motion, 
and the amendment was niade the substantive resolution, and unanimously cui ried 

The committee were re-elected, with the addition of Mr. Taunton; and a cordial 
vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

New Srram-Enoinu anv Borter.—Mr, T. Kempson, of Birmingham, 
has, during the past week, specified his patent (through Mr. George Shaw) fonan im- 
proved steam-engine and boiler. This invention consists, firstly, of a direct-acting 
steam-engine, in which the patentee employs two steam-cylinders, placed horizon- 
tally; the axes of the cylinders are in the same line. One of the cylinders is of 
greater capacity thantheotber. The piston-rod of the larger cylinder passes through 
the top and bottom, and that portion of the piston-red which passes through the bot. 
tom of the first and larger cylinder is keyed to the piston-rod of the second and emailer 
cylinder. ‘The piston-rod of the last-mentioned cylinder also passes through its top 
and bottom. The eylinders are provided with ordinary slide-valves, whieh are worked 
by a rot, actuated by an eccentric on the main shaft of the engine. The pirton-rod 
of the first cylinder transmits its alternating motion through a crank to the main 
shaft of the engine. Steam is admitted into the first and larger cylinder during the 
full stroke of its piston; the steam, after leaving the larger eylinder, passes along 
passage, and enters the second and smaller cylinder, where, by expanding, it effects 
the motion of the piston. ‘The steam from the last-mentioned cylinder passes into a 
pipe, where it is condensed by jets of water from wreseryoir. The condensed steam 
aud water are drawn from the before-mentioned pipe by a donble-acting pump. The 
piston-rod of this pump is keyed to the bottom end of the piston-rod of the smaller 
eylinder. This invention consists, secondly, of a steam-engine boiler, constructed a8 
follows ; —The furnace or fire-place is situated under the concave bottom of the boiler ; 
the tire, after passing from the front to the back of the boiler, returns through flues 
The heated air afterwards passes round the boiler, by the 
ends and sides into a flue to the staek. The inventor places a double bridge in the 
middle of the furnace, and the space between the bridges ix occupied by a perforated 
plate, which opens into the ash-pit. The air introduced by this plate prevents the 
formation of smoke during the combustion of the fuel. In setting the boiler, it is 
supported on metal supports ; and at the bottom of the boiler two valves are placed, 
for the purpose of blowing off the sediment formed. This improved boiler ig simple 
in construction, and economicul in use, and exposes between 700 and 800 superficial 
feet to the action of the fire. 

Prorectixc Iron Suvvs.—Mr, T. M. Greenhow, of Neweastle-upon- 
Tyne, hus patented some improvements in constructing and protecting the bottoms 
and sides of iron ships. The inventor employs a coating, composed of ground glass, 
borax, and soda, or other vitreous mixture capable of being fused apon the eurfece of 
theiron, He covers the plates used in the coustraction of iron ships with thin plates 
of iron, coated with the silicious or glassy surface, in such manner as to include the 
rivet heads, and protect the whole of the bottoms and sides. 


Preserving Woop anp Iron.—Messrs. Rey and Guibert, of Marseille, 
have invented a composition to preserve wood and iron, called a submarine and pre. 
serving coating. This composition is formed of 10 parts of stilphuret of copper, 2 of 
su!phuret of cntimony, and from 5 to 50 of the best varnish, These matters are ground 
together like paints, and are applied like them to wood or iron, 


Mrratiirgerous Scurrnurers.—Mr, H. Holland, of Westfield (U.S.), 
has pateuted-some improvements in the method of treating metalliferous eulphurets, 
The inventor suys—“ I have discovered, and am able to make usé of, certain pro- 
perties in the nitrate of soda which vender it highly uscful in the disintegration and 
re-solution of metalliferous su!phides, and which show that it is very different in its 
action trom the nitrate of potash. Unlike the last-mentioned salt, the nitrate of soda, 
when ignited, burns slowly and mildly, and more especially so with the metalliferous 
sulphides, while there is neither violent action to explode or seatter the mixture, nor 
heat sufficient to volati<e the metals.”

I hope no advance will take place for some 
time to come; none immediately may be expected, but if we carry on as 
we now are for another couple of months, I should not be surprised if one 
did not take place in March or April. Pig-iron is not increasing, and I 
may fairly say that, with the make so large, there never was a time when 
less was in stock than now. Hot-air mine iron is from 4/, 10s, to 47. 15s. 
per ton; and although the manufacturers of wrought-iron complain that 
it is (and seems likely to get) too high for bars at 9Z., still there is less profit 
made than those who do not understand the trade would suppose. Coal 
is so dear and the quality so much inferior (to the days when the thick coal 
was being raised to so great av extent) that it seems as though for along 
time cheap pigs were out of the question. 1 do not hesitate to say that 
it is impossible, looking to the supply aud demand, that coal will ever be 
so cheap in South Staffordshire again as it has been at periods during the 
last 10 or 12 years. Great efforts are now making to pump the water, so 
as to get a large tract of thick coal free, and it will be a boon to the dis- 
trict when it is done, There is a talk of some of the large works, which 
have not been in operation for some months, starting again.

That an advance of civilisation has, in all ages, and among all nations, 
j developed those industrial resources upon which the truc independence of 
maukinad is based is a truth, sublime in its self-evidence, because, while 
it pruves the power of mind over matter, it points the moral that the cx- 
ercige of our intelligence resul(s in human benefit, and in the elevation of 
man towards his proper sphere. They who]abour not, the nomadic races, 
according to an old writer, are ever “‘ brave in fight, but stronger in flight;” 
the interpretation being, that their reduction to civilised influence, their 
subjection to those laws of community which prescribe to the tiller of the 
field, and the delver of the mine, the combined labour of the mental and 
physical powers can best confer upon them the social position to which all 
the peoples of the earth should aspire. England and France, at the pre- 
sent moment, are, in their alliance, the great evidence of combined power 
springing from the diffusion of knowledge. In the latter country, a go- 
vernmental system of popular instruction in some measure prepared, 
through a series of years, the masses for the national abandonment of pre - 
judices long nursed and fostered into antagonism to Great Britain. In 
this country, commerce became the cradle of intelligence; and what was at 
first a dangerous toy—cheap literature—afforded the archetypes of thought 
to the public mind.

Whilst the First Naroiron squandered 
half a million soldiers in external wars, he required, as one of the first 
duties of the employer of labour, that the life of the miner should not be 
sacrificed by unskilled or ignorant management.

It has never been maintained that all sacrifice of life was unnecessary, 
but that in the 980 killed outright in the coal mines of Great Britain, and 
the 15,000 annually severcly wounded, there was a fair margin for tho 
exercise of the philanthropy of the capitalist. Go into what district wo 
may, it is well known that the mines which are worked in the most pro- 
ductive and skilful manner are at the same time the safest. It is equally 
certain that when the manager is incompetent, or leaves the mine to take 
care of itself, it rapidly gets into a state which renders it less productive, 
and more dangerous to every one employed. It is under such circum- 
stances as these that the men become reckless, for care and prudence may 
be rendered nugatory at any moment by causes beyond their control. 

As some guarantee to the workmen that a mutual responsibility will he 
maintained for the purposes of safety, we have hailed as an act of justice

ANNUAL REVIEW OF THE METAL MARKET. 
[BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. | 
The year 1855 having expired, again affords us an opportunity of laying 
before vur readers a summary of the most distinguished features that have 
characterised our market during the past 12 months, and which may pos- 
sibly prove of some service to those who are in any way interested, It 
is very satisfactory to be enabled to report that most descriptions of metals 
have received an increased consumption, both at home and abroad, the 
alate of our colonies having certainly, as far as regards the demand for 
articles in our trade, much improved; and more confidence has been ex- 
hibited in transacting business with Australian merchants, since consign- 
ments have been in moderation, and more regularity observed. The war 
has had but little, if any, prejudicial effect on our market, speculation 
being carried on only to a limited extent, which by some may be considered 
productive of good rather than otherwise, as the value of metals has been 
steadily maintained, and entirely preserved from those wide fluctuations 
that frequently took place in the time of the notorious speculators, Cole 
Brothers, Davidson and Gordon, and others of that class. Many of our 
manufacturers have been, and are still, exceedingly busy in executing 
Government contracts for ammunition, arms, shot, and the like articles, 
for supplies to our army and navy engaged in the great European conflict. 
On the several announcements of the Bank of England's advancing rates 
of discount, prices generally have been easicr, and in some instances have 
slightiy receded, but for the most part they have quickly recovered from 
the temporary depression that had been created; however, should the 
stringency of the money markct continue, we shall probably see a declen- 
sion in the value of metals, as the least cessation in the demand would 
cause sellers sume difficulty in holding off; and when it once becomes 
known that there is a pressure on the market, buyers doubtless would be 
extremely cautious in their purchases ; for, at these high prices, even when 
there is a good business doing, no consumer will lay in a larger amount 
of stock than what he actually requires for the completion of work in 
hand, or just sufficient to supply him from hand to mouth. Shipments 
to America have gradually improved, but as yet have not been on so ex- 
tensive a scale as those previously to the railway panic in the United 
States of last year. We look for an increasing trade in the spring, pro- 
vided there be no misunderstanding with our Government and that country, 
according to rumours, circulated some little time since, that we were not 
on suck friendly terms as could be wished; but the difference in feeling 
appears now to have subsided, and it is to be hoped that our alliance wil! 
always continue in the most united manner. Our merchants have been 
induced to ship to the Indian markets metals in considerable quantities, 
partly owing to the low freights that have been ruling nearly throughout 
the season, in consequence of many large vessels that used to trade with 
Australia being put on the berth for the East, as well as the prospect of a 
fair return for their merchandise. The alterations in the French tariff, 
with respect to the reduction in the duties levied on iron, have produced 
a good effect, our exports to the Continent having been very large, both 
in the raw material and manufactured kinds. Many contracts have yet 
to be executed, and, as our manulacturers are now placed on a better foot- 
ing to compete in price with the French ironmasters, we shall, no doubt, 
carry on a trade with that nation hitherto unprecedented. A more detailed 
aceount of each metal is recorded against their several headings, to which 
we respectfully call attention. 

Corrrn.—dor many years past there has been no metal that has so well 
aintained its position as copper. Since November, 1853, the smelters 
the combination have made no alteration in its value; the price then 
fixed was 1262. for rolling and melting qualities, and 14d. per 1b, for sheet 
and sheathing, which have ever since continued to be the current rates. 
The market has preserved mich steadiness, and throughout the year has 
been always looked upon as healthy, with very little or no probability of 
a declining tendency, but at one time assumed strong indications of an 
advance, The feeling in our market certainly favoured such a course: 
several parcels were bought on speculation, in anticipation of a rise ; mer- 
chants put in hand their orders for shipment; and even some of the 
smelters themselves were so contident that higher prices would be an- 
nounced, that they actually took preparatory measures for publishing to 
the trade any increase in price that might be agreed to at their next 
monthly mecting; but, as it was considered by the majority of the 
ameiters that no advantage would be gained by doing so, as the standard 
was already above the intrinsic value of ores, it would only be the means 
of giving the miners an opportunity of realising a proportionate ri:c, and 


thereby prevent themselves from having the benefit they required ; con- | 


sequently, the market was left undisturbed. The Government have given 
out several good orders during the year—amongst others, one for a few 
tons of rails, taken by the Governor and Company of Copper Mincrs in 
Krogland, at 150/. por ton. The East India Company have bought largely 
for shipment to Calentta, Bombay, and Madras: about 1100 tons of cake, 
and 252 tons of sheets, hoops, and roda, have already been shipped to those 
ports, Old copper has been sold readily at 124d. per lb., and in some in- 
stances at L2id.; it is still in goud demand, and promises a remunerative 
re@urn to traders in the article. Sevcral importations of foreign qualities 
have taken place —about 300 to 400 tons lately from Valparaiso; and during 
the year there has been, aveording to official returns, about 40,000 ingots, 
and 2138 chests of ingots, Russian, transmitted through Prussia, and con- 
veyed here in Prussian vessels, Ores have arrived in considerable quan- 
tities from South America, Australia, and othor parts. The African ore, 
or malachite, has proved of superior quality, and realised good prices; 
some has been sold at public sale, at about 50/. perton. Sinco the quality 
has become known, it has been in great requisition, both at home and 
abroad; and as soon as any is offering in the market, buyers are auxious 
to secure it. ‘The sales that have taken place at the Swansea Ticketings, 
during the year, including all descriptions of ore, amount to 44,474 tons. 
The quantity announced to be brought forward for sale on the 8th instant 
is 2728 tons. 

Tnon.—The excess in the shipments of iron to the East may be princi- 
pally accounted for by the large quantity of rails, chairs, &c., which has 
been required for carrying out the railroads in India; 60,000 tons have 
already been shipped by the several companics, and they are likely to con- 
tinue to ship largely during the ensuing year, many contracts being yet 
uncompleted, and an order for 10,000 tons of chairs has just been given 
out. ‘To this cause we may partly attribute the advance that took place 
in about June last in nearly all descriptions of iron, which has been gene- 
rally firmly maintained, as will be observed by the statistics of prices cur- 
rent, inserted in another part of our Journal. An average number of 
orders bave been executed for the use of home lines. Some large parcels 
have veen dispatched to America, but not to the extent of last year’s ex- 
ports, Australia has taken a few thousand tons, Shipments to France 
have been in considcrable quantitics. Agents from Sweden have arrived 
with orders, but have not purchased very largely. ‘The price has fluctu- 
ated from 40s. to 50s. per ton, and is now steady at current rates. Eng- 
lish bars, the first three or four months of the year, were much neglected, 
and shared the same fate as other kinds of iron, with regard to a doclen- 
sion in value; the lowest price that was taken for a cargo delivered f.0.b. 
in London, we believe, was 7/. 2s. Gd.; after which a rapid improvement 
followed, and the ironmasters became indifferent about bar-iron orders, 
when so many contracts were passed for rails. Athough we have heard 
of 92. 5s. being paid lately for ordinary quality for forward delivery, we 
cannot quote the market price above 9/.; at this figure a fair business is 
doing, and the general aspect of things leads us to conclude that there will 
be no lack of orders for the next month or two, when we may begin to 
look forward for the usual spring orders, and thus keep makers fully oc- 
eupied with work.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCOTCH IRON TRADE. 

The year just closed, though one of oscillations, adds another epoch of prosperity 
to the iron trade. Under the agency and stimulus of war, combined with the exten. 
sion of railways, gas, and water-works abroad, the exports and home consumption 
of pig-iron amount to the large quantity of 847,000 tons—exceeding the production 
by fully 20,000 tons, and are almost equal to the highest of any preceding year. The 
stocks have consequently undergone a furtber reduction, and are now only 98,000 
tons aguinet 450,000 tons three years ago. 

Extensive transactions were made during the ycur in pig-iron, at from 55s, to 
82s. 6d.; im rails, 7/. 108, to 81. L5s.; in barx, 71. 15s. to 97. 10s. ; in cast-iron pipes 
5!. to 61. 158.; railway cbairs, 4/. 15s. to 5/. 7a. 6d. per ton. And the foundries and 
malleable irouworks continue still generelly active and well employed. 

Although the prices and requirements bave been such as to stimulate the produc- 
tion, it is only 55,000 tons greater than in 1354, and the scarcity of the raw snaterial 
will prevent many of the 34 furnaces at present out of blast from being put in opera. 
tion in 1856. 

Owing to the peculiar adaptation of Scotch pig-iron for foundry and forge purposes, 
the aphere of its consumption i« rapidly extending, and it is penetrating quarters 
never reached before. Whilst the beneficial consequences which must ultimately ac. 
crue to the iron trade from the recent modification of the French import duties, ana 
from the liberal movement of the Spanish Government, in regard to the importation 
of British iron into that country, have not as yet been experienced. 

Viewing the position of this important branch of local and national industry in all 
its bearings,—while the great alternative of peace or war continues to tremble in the 
balance,— the prospects of the ersuing year are of a very cheering dcacription.

Tin-Ptates.—The chief second-hand parcels that have been offered in 
our market have been of the F arrow brand. About May last, nearly 6000 
boxes of IC coke, about 4900 of which were sold in one lot, at 23s. 6d. 
per box; it being thought they were partly damaged, induced the holder 
to accept the price, 25s, to 25s. 6d., appears to have been the lowest price 
taken by makers. The high price of tin, and the demand generally mect- 
ing supplies, has kept the market steady, manufacturers mostly enabled 
to command their own terms. The shipments have beeu by no means 
large, therefore it is not improbable we may have a brisk demand at pre- 
sent prices. Our market is clear of speculative parcels, and it does not 
seem probable that speculators will attempt to touch them till some con- 
siderable fall in prices take place. 


Sreev.—There has been a good demand for Swedish keg steel through-

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES ov SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM.) 

Jan. 3.—It would seem rather unfortunate that the new year should 
be ushered in with a bank failure in this district. I need hardly say that 
I allude to the bankruptey of Mr. Richard Green, the proprietor of the 
Lichfield Bank. The event took plave on Monday, and has since been no- 
ticed in most of the London papers. On Tuesday morning, Mr. Green 
filed a petition in the Court of this borough, and since then the necessary 
notices of his surrender, and for his future attendance on the 31st inst, 
and the 2Ist Feb., have appeared. This failure is attributed to mining 
speculations, but I rather think improperly, as the works he had were re- 
munerative, or vught to have been ev, under proper management. He 
was the owner of the Pelsall and Brownhill Colliery, which is ia full 
working order, and the stoppage of which would be injurious to the estate ; 
and in order to render it as beneficial as possible to the creditors, an ap- 
plication was made to-day tu tie Commissioner in Bankruptey to grant 
permission for the working of the mine. Mr. Knight, solicitor, appeared | 
to support the application, and in dving so filed the following affidavit : — 

“Thomas Morris, of Pall Mall, in the county of Middlesex, coal agent, | 
maketh oath and saycth, that be is the authorised agent for the sale and | 
disposal of the coal raised froma certain colliery, situate and being at Pel- 
sall, in the county of Staffurd, and called the Pelsall and Brownhill Col- | 
liery, and which collery is the property of, and belongs to, Mr. Richard | 
Green, for whom deponent has acted as the agent in the sale and disposal | 
of the coal raised. That the colliery is in full working order and condi- 
tion, and capable of raising 2009 tons of coal per week, for which depo- 
nent can find a ready and immediate sale. That no further outlay is re- 
quired for the colliery except for the ordinary current expenses of wages, 
&v., the same being in full working order and condition; and, also, any 
stoppage of the working of the colliery would be attended with con- 
siderable loss and damage, and be of serious injury to the interest of the 
creditors of the said Richard Green.” 

For these reasons it is deemed advisable to continue the working of the 
said colliory, and that the official assignee be empowered to defray the 
necessary expenses of doing sv. Mr. Bittleston, the official assignee, was 
also heard, upon which the Commissioner made the required order for 
the continuance of the working, and the men will be accordingly retained, 
There can be no doubt of the propricty of this arrangement, as it must be 
for the benefit of the ercditors, Mr. Grevn is said to have ben engaged 
in other works, but if so, no proceedings have been taken with reference 
tothem. His liabilities are estimated at 220,000/.; and, as usual in all 
such cases, a large dividend is promised, and without the drawback of any 
threatened revelations. So far as the official assignee has been able to 
investigate the affairs, they amount to no more than what may be in- 
eluded in an honourable failure, and the ordinary surveilance upon the 
hankrupt’s private residence and property is dispensed with. I cannot 
learn that it will affect many in the iron and coal trades, but that all will 
escape unhurt, as depositors or creditors, in some way, is more than can 
well be hoped for. With the exception of this sudden, but, perhaps, to 
many not unexpected event, there is nothing more to regrct in connection 
with the commercial transactions of the district. 

The order books for most description of iron are well filled, and for all 
kinds of coal the demand is in many places ahead of the supply. Next 
week the quarterly meetings will commence at Walsall on Tuesday, Wol- 
verhampton on Wednesday, Birmingham on Thursday, Stourbridge on 
Friday, and Dudley on Saturday. ‘here ean be no doubt the quotations 
I forwarded you last week wi!l be maintained, and, according to present 
appearances, the quarterly accounts fairly met. Caution to an unusual 
extent was observed in making sales throughout the past quarter, and few | 
but bona fide travellers were trusted, so that we have few difficulties to | 
anticipate in the forthcoming settlement.

vesstully work the property, found (for probably the same reasons as 
those which Messrs. Taylor had) that he could not work on the same 
hoard with gentlemen who do not seem to have considered local know- 
ledge and practival experience as an advantage, though those qualities 
could alone ensure success. He also for, L believe, these reasons with- 
drew, and the eatire management was, therefore, left to men who have 
shown themselyes utterly deficient in every quality which, as directors, 
they should have possessed. When these facts are known, it wiil be 
vasily seen why it was that this scheme has also failed; and that will be 
always the result when a mining or other company is left to the direc- 
tion of incompetent men, who, as is the case in the present instance, do 
no wish to be informed, or to solicit the co-operation of those vapable of 
giving them the necessary information.

Atumiium —The new metal aluminium, about which so much fuss has 
boon made, does nut appear by any means likely to answer the expecta- 
tions of its inventor, nur of his enthusiastic supporter, M. Dumas, who, 
with a very excusable, and even creditable feeling, lends his best endea- 
vours to promote the adoption of every new invention. According to M. 
Regnault, the celebrated physician and director of the Government Porce- 
Jain Manufactory at Sevres, aluminium is far from possessing the advan- 
tages imputed tu it. From the experiments he has made, it now appears 
certain taat aluminium has no chance of ever competing with silver in 
colour and brilliancy. It is almost impossible to produce it in a pure state. 
The specimens shown at the Exposition Universal, when analysed by M. 
Regnault, were found to contain 6°50 per cent. of copper, 2°40 of iron, and 
2°50 of silicium. The iron and silicium are, therefure, present in suffi- 
cient quantity to change the colour and diminish the ductility of the alu- 
minium. The further trials that were made therewith prove that it is 
extremely brittle, not easily drawn, and is an exception to the general 
atumic theory. 

Branpy From Coat,—Brandy distilled from coal is one of the proposed 
applications of chemical science to supply the wants of man, which is 
just now creating some sensation, Hitherto “ brandy has been made in- 
different from potatoes,” wine, best root, and other vegetable sources ; 
but from coal—villauous black mineral, mivabile dictu. The experiments 
of Berthelot, which demonstrated the possibility of producing alcohol from 





ON COLLIERIES, COAL OWNERS, MINERS, anv INSPECTORS. 
We have received a communication from a correspondent, in the form - 
ofa review, of the history of the coal trade, the dangers under which miners 
follow their occupations, the duties of owners aud inspectors, and the ne- 
cessity which exists that stringent regulations should be adopted for the 
safety of both life and property. While we acknowledge the importance 
of the subject, and the valuable and interesting charactor of the writer's 
general remarks, we must content ourselves with a summary of the facts, 
the entire paper being far too long for insertion. The writer commenves 
with a brief history of coal mining. It may not be generally known that 
the coal fields of this great commercial country, now being so extensively 
worked, began to be opened about the thirteenth century, the first charter 
tu mine for this mineral fuel having been granted by Henry IIL., in 1239, 
tu the town of Newcastle-on-Tyne. In 1281, the trade became so im- 
portant that laws were enaeted for its regulation; and in 1291, a similar 
charter was granted to Scotland. From this time up to modern periods 
little is known comparatively of the hardships, horrors, aud slaughter in 
coal mines, from explosions and other accidents ; but it is certain that the 
then principle of ventilation was very imporfect, and is even at the present 
period not properly understood by colliery engincers, managers, and vthers 
entrusted with the health and lives of the colliery population, 

Previous to the introduction of the safety-lamp by Sir H. Davy, about 
1320, the miner hada bounty of twenty guineas a year for working in a 
dangerous, or fiery colliery, which was discontinued alter the invention 
got into use, and thus at least 20,000/. per annum was saved to the 
owners. Through, however, a large number of men refusing to worl: in 
fiery mines, a very considerable portion of coal was positively for ever 
lost to the proprictors and the nation Up to a very recent period very 
primitive modes were adopted for clearing the mines of gas or fire-damp, 
such as beating the air with the miner's cvat, using bellows with a very 
large nozzle, fans, and other such appliances. In other cases the vver- 
man would fire the gas befure the mon desvended, and for safety he used 
certain precautions, such as wetting his clothes to prevent them from tak, 
ing fine, with other means which cannot now be commemorated. By the 
introduction of the safety-lamp, we arrive at a new era in the history of 
coal mining operations, followed up by improved plans of ventilation, 
originally suggested by Mr. Spedding, a native of Cumberland, and greatly * 
improved and fully carried out by the late Mr. Buddle, said to have been 
the most intelligent and svicntific miner in the north of England, But, al- 
though Mr. Buddle was a most ingenious man, it is impossible to avoid a 
knowledge of the fact, that a very large number of appalling explosions 
have occurred in mines under that gentleman's system; and the writer 
believes that Mr, Buddle lost during his carecr in wines under his imme- 
diate management, and where the safety-lamp was in constant use, no less 
than 850 colliers by explosions of fire -damp, and the writer only wonders 
that, under such a system, a greater number of these casualties had not 
taken place. 

A review is then taken of the proveedings of the various committees of 
the Législature during the last seven years, the appointment of inspectors, 
and their subsequent increase; and it is stated that since their nomina- 
tion up to the present time--indecd, from the first passing of the Act— 
these sad calamities have becnon theincrease. This he considers tu arise 
from the fact that the inspectors have had no power to enforce the carry- 
ing out of any rules or regulations, any —— which they may 
make only coming in the shape of a recommendation, which the owners 
or manag>rs might adopt or neglect, as they pleased. Just before the 
passing of the last Act of Parliament, an important question was asked 
Sir George Grey by Lord Lovaine ‘‘ Whether any change was intended in 
the manner of appvinting inepectora, the qualitications for those offices 
being, in his opinion, not sufficiently enquired into >’ to which Sir George 
replied, “that au arrangement had been made, by which a strict examina- 
tion as to the qualifications of the inspectors, previous to their appointments, 
would be made.” ‘The writer then proceeds to show that this necessary in- 
vestigation has not taken place, that a want of proper sympathy with the 
sufferings of a class numbering a population of 200,000 has been shown, 
and that out of about 150 applicants 25 were sclected, whose examination 
merely consisted in filling up certain blank forms of questions required 
to be answered. Itis then suggested that in future candidates for in- 
spectorships should be examined by a committce of really scientific and 
practical men, presided over by Mr. Nicholas Wood, the eminent colliery 
owner in the North of England, who would certainly not pass any une 
who was not well qualitied by experience and education. 

The writer concludes by expressing the hope that some honourable Mem- 
ber of the House of Commons will, early in the ensuing session, put a 
question to Sir George Grey as to the qualifications necessary for inspectors 
of coal mines, and ascertain whether it is to be understood by clause 2 of 
the present Colliery Act that a thoroughly practical man, made sv by long 
experience in mines, from being a trap-door boy to a hewer of coal, with 
educational scientitic attainments, is not ‘‘ a fit and proper” person to be 
an inspector, within the meaning of that clause.

1a compelled to inspect, once a day at least, the machinery, boilers, and other appa- 
ratus, and report their state to the head engineer ; and where apy defect cxists likel¥ 
to endanger life, cause the working to cease until it is reported to the ne me 
anthoritics. Ife will be held responsible for the cleanliness of the engine and boiler, 
andl must in no case carry more pressure than authorised by the managers. He must 
be at work iu enufficient time before the hour fixed for the colliers, to start the engine, 
and let down the persons whose duty it may be to examine the state of the workings ; 
previous to the pit commencing work, and must, therelore, examine the winding 
gear before letting any person down, and run the rope or chain once up and down 
the shaft. He is not to permit more than eight persons to ascend or descend at the 
same time, nor let any person down the pit in the ab of the bank and ex- 
eopt in the case of immediate and urgent necessity will not be permitted to leave the 
hand gear. He is to act carefully on signals, and wait until they are repeated, if not 
understood. No collier will be allowed tu work in any pit, day or night, without an 
engine tender over him, unless by arrangement enabling bim to communicate with 
some person ot surface.

When repairs are required, 
he will be held reaponsible for their being done; as also for the replacing of thescaf- 
folding being diepliced over the sump after the water is drywn out, and for the sump 
pever being left uncovered whilst the pit is at work. stringent rules are to be ene 
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forced iu the underground operations. Working colliers will not be allowed to de- 
scen’ the pit contrary to the directiou of the banksman, nor ascend unless under the 
direction of the hooker-on. When ordered to do so, he must cease to use candies, or 
naked lights; neither will he be allowed to use them where safety-lamps are required, 
and will be compelled to securely sprag or spurn the coal whilst boling.

Frow the above abstract of the regulations, it wiil be seen that the South Stafford- 
shire masters have taken the initiative, and are desirous of fully acting up to the true 
spirit of the Act. Should the measures they have adopted prove inefficient, the 
fault, therefore, will not betheirs. ‘The defined duties of the charter masters and ma- 
nagers require much judgment and care ja the execution, and it is to be wished that 
they will Ye selected from tue most experienced and intelligent miners in the districts. 
Pusticula: locatities will, of course, require specifie rules, but these comprise the 
groundwork of all others, 





XN REMARKS ON MINING DURING 1855. 
BY J, H, MURCHISON, Fea. 

The year 1855 may be truly said to have been one of the most remarkable years in 
the annals of British mining. When we bear in mind the great and costly war 
which this country has been, and is, carrying on—the unusually high value of money 
—the consequent discouragement to all descriptions of speculation—and, the popu- 
lar aversion to mining investments hitherto displayed in the most propitious times, 
it is is really astonishing to observe the marked progress and prosperity of this im- 
portant branch of national industry daring the last twelve months. 

Several causes have doubtiess coutributed to this satisfactory state of things. In 


the first place, the immense improvements in several of our best mines have greatly 
increased their profits, while the extraordinary discoveries made at others, have 
placed them In a conspicuous place in the D vidend List. ‘The high values of copper 
and other metals have also assisted in these yood results, but the prices of many ar- 
ticles used in mining, such as timber, tallow, gunpowder, &c., as well as the rate 
of wages, being also high, the advantages of the former Lave been greatly diminished. 
The amount v! dividends paid in the past year is, however, the largest ever yet de- 
claved in one year by British mines, and exceeds the amount of 1354 by the sum of 
16,262/., while the increase of English mines alone is 20,292/. for the year, and 
121,738/. over the average annual amount of the previ us ten years. These cogent 
facts have iiuparted a vigour to the operations of such p. ogressive mines as hold out 
reasonable probabilities or chances of success, and, it is wellknown that there are 
more legitimate undertakings of this class being carried out at the present time, the 
great object being their speedy and ve jeal develop t, and not so mueh the 
present market value of shares, than ever there have been before. The establish- 
went of a Mining Exchange in London has also had its effect in giving more confi- 
dence to the public, as tending to promote a more uniform price for shares in mines, 
and enubling persons to transact business in such property in a more satisfactory 
wauuer. It is not likely, however, that there willever bea ready market at all times 
for che stares in every particular mine, for, as yet, at all events, there is not suffi- 
cleat cap‘tal in the market for such investments, and it is scarcely possib‘e to provide 
the means for always ascertaining correctly the real merits of every concern. Some- 
times the bolder of shares finds that he cannot sell, and he frequeatly infers from 
thie that the mine must be worthless, and forthwith determines to get out on any 
terms rather than “ pay more calls ;” and, if a good many more of the shareholders 
should be guided by the sume delusive criterion, it may resnit in the mine bring aban. 
doaed. The strongest evidence against the-validity of such —— is the fact, that 
the shares in every dividend mine have been ut one time unsaleable, and scarcely 
oue of them that hus not been abandoued ‘by at least one set of adveuturers. The 
best plan is to examine into the objects in view, and to ascertain whether competent 
percons entertain a favourable opinion asto the results, and then to assist in pushing 
oa the works with the greatest expedition and economy, without any discouragement 
from the value set on the concern by parties who most likely know nothing what- 
ever of its merits, or who do not deal in the shares of any mine, but some purticular 
fayourite ones of their owu, or with which they themselves may be connected. If 
shares are forced for positive sale on the market, whether in dividend or progressive 
mines, st a time when there happens to be no bayers for those particular shares, they 
cau ouly be dis of by submitting to such w reduction in price as would induce 
parties to purchase them who would otherwise not think of doing so at that time, 
aad who would take them on!y on the conviction that they have “ got a bargain.” 

Again, persons are often astonished becuuse they cannot always immediately se}! 
shares at or about the same price as ha may see them quoted in the newspapers. 
This also arises trom the confined limits of the market; for a person may wish to buy 
a few shares in a particular mine, and having done so (the price being quoted), and 
no other buyer appearing at the time, a po must then either find another pur- 
chaser, or wait until another one appears; and if ue be a bona fide holder, and has 
confidence in the undertaking, he will do this rather than sacrifice his own interests by 

ressing @ sale, ‘T'o state the case more clearly :—One or more persons may wish to 

ay 50 or 100 shares in a particular mine, and after they have obtained them, no more 
business is pr my ben for «time in that particular deseription of shares, and hence, 
& seller who may then come forward, can only dispose of his interest by offering at 
rach a lower rate as will tempt an otherwise unwilling purchaser. There are no 
dealers or jobbers in the Miac Share Market of the class there are on the Stock Ex- 
change, for Consols, &c. 

It iaust be admitted, however, that mine shares are much more marketable now than 
they were even a yearor twoago, ‘Lhe Mining Exchunge has latterly assisted mate- 
rially iu producing this reeult ; there is more capital embarked in mining, anda great 
deul more business isdone. Mining is also better and more generally understood, 
Many prejudices have beeu lessened or removed, and the public have become more 
correctly informed on the subject. There is no doubt also that the more legitimate 
mining is supported, the safer will it become, for there bas been no greater cause of 
failures hitherto than the want of capital. Each time a mine is-abandoned, it is 
look~d upon as * another of the unfortunate losses in mining,”’ whereas the failure 
very often has nothing to do with the merits of the mine, but is owing to the unwil- 
lingness to advance the required capital, as the result of the second or third company 
frequentiy shows in a forcible degree. I have already shown, in these pages, the 
strikip trath of this remark, and it is a source of considerable satisfaction to me to 
know that my labours have assisted in promoting the mining interest of this country. 
Ido notclaim much originality for this work, but I believe it is the only form in 
which the public can find a similar collection of facts and reliable information, and it 
has been the means of undeceived many persons who were previously under the im- 

ressiou that tuere wereonly one or two profitable mines, and thatall the olhers were 
osses. ‘The strong and unanimous approval of the press, so generally expressed, fur- 
ther evinces the sanction which the public gives to the objects and usefulness of the 
publication, 

In issuing a fourth edition, at the beginning of a new year, I have taken the oppor- 
tunity of giving a considerable additiou of important information, including a review 
of the progress of the principal mines in the past year, aad their present position and 
prospects, with a table of the dividends paid in 1855, and the prices of the shares at 
the begianing and end of the year. Particulars of a large nuwber of mines, not no- 
ticed in former editions, will also be found, Prosperous as the past has been, there 
appears every probability that 1856 will be still more successful.

From these figures it appears that the total increase of copper ores sold in 1455 over 
1454 is 8298 tons, and 66,405/, 5s, 7d. in money, while in copper ores sold in Cornwall 
uloue the inerease is 7691 tons, and 76,595/, 17s. ld. money.

In 1845, the dividends paid by English mines have increased 20,292/., and by the 
Mines of the isle of Man 5344/., over the amounts paid in the previous year; while 
the Seoteh mines have decreased 79/,, and the Welsh mines 9295/., making the nett 
increase in the amount paid by British mines, in 1855, 16,262/.
